cells. Guo et al., 1993 (Nucleic Acids Research, Vol. 21, No. 20, p. 4762-4768), discloses a cis- 
acting critical element for regulated alternative splicing is located within exon 7 and the adjacent 
upstream intron of the rat beta-tropomyosin (beta-TM) gene. The exon 7 and its flanking intron 
sequences suppress expression of exon 7 and flanking heterologous exons derived from 
adenovirus in non-muscle cells (e.g. abstract). Thus, the common special technical feature of 
groups I-V is not contributed over the prior art by the present invention. Therefore, groups I-V 
do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.
